EL MOJADO 

Driving back to my home in Northern 
California from Texas we came across some¬ 
thing new in the efforts of the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service to apparently stop 
illegal entries into the U.S. from Mexico, of 
course! Several miles north of Westmore¬ 
land, California in the middle of the desert, 
a check point has been established by INS to 
make citizenship or immigrant status checks. 
At about 2:00 p.m.on August 22,1967, I came 
upon this station. My first impulse was to 
refuse to answer any questions. Why? Be¬ 
cause as a native born citizen who was pre¬ 
sumably legally and peacefully in pursuit of 
happiness must prove to the satisfaction of 
an INS patrolman that I am a citizen merely 
because of my physical appearance. I can 
appreciate that citizenship, etc. must be ve¬ 
rified at ports of entry along our borders, 
but must it be carried into the interior in a 
discrimate fashion. However, I chickened 
out and decided to talk, after instructing the 
wife and kids to say nothing, since I wanted 
todo all the talking. I was asked where I was 
born, my wife was asked the same thing and 
finally I was asked where the kids were born. 
Having answered to the Patrolman's satis- 
factio n we were waved on. I asked the INS 
man whether he asked everyone the same 
questions, he replied that he did, also asked 
him if such inspection stations are located a- 
long our Northern border. He didn't know. 

On August 23, 1967 I called George K. 
Rosenberg, District Director of INS in Los 
Angeles to inquire about this activity. I was 
surprised to learn that this type of operation 
has been going on for twenty years. However, 
in the thirty years that I have been going back 
and forth between Texas and California this 
is the second time I have run across one of 
these points. The time before was between 
San Diego and El Centro right after the Fo¬ 
rum' s national convention in San Diego. At

that time I was driving my sleek new wagon 
and all the fam ily looked prosperous. We 
weren't asked anything then. Yesterday, we 
were driving our old clunker, the tempera¬ 
ture was 115 F, and our car was loaded up to 
and including the car top. (Maybe we looked 
"Mojado"). Mr. Rosenberg went on to say 
that there are several of these check points 
in California and that they are moved about 
in order to make them more effective. My 

next question was, what would happen if the 
Patrolman thought I was an alien, suppose I 
couldn't speak English. He stated that all his 
men speak Spanish, and that a person wouldn't 
necessarily be detained if he couldn't prove 
his status, that a statement of citizenship 
would generally suffice unless there were 
other suspicious indications, in which case a 
person could be detained until proof of status 
was established. He went on to say that 
a person's refusal to answer any questions 
of his patrolman would of course be evidence 
"on its face" of being in the country illegally. 
Could therefore be detained for further in¬ 
vestigation. (I was glad I decided to "talk" 
the day before). To our question as to whether 
or not such check points are maintained along 
our Northern border with Canada, Mr. Ro¬ 
senberg was not certain, he thought that they 
might be since Canadians cross in the North¬ 
eastern states to work in agriculture. How¬ 
ever, there must be hundreds of Canadian 
crossers along the more industrialized mid 
central states, the Detroit area for instance. 

My phone conversation with Mr. Ro¬ 
senberg enlightened me on several points: 

1st. That although you are not required by 
law in this country to carry proof of citizen¬ 
ship you may on some occasion if you are 
traveling in the southern border areas be re¬ 
quired to prove that you are in the country 
legally, in particular, if you look or act "wet". 
{Just call me "Mojado" from now on). 2nd. 
That in this country some of us will never 
fully be 1st class citizens. As long as a go¬ 
vernment agency exercises its enforcement 
responsibility as the INS is doing you will be 
suspect of an infringement of a Federal Law 
merely because of your physical appearance, 
even if there is no other cause for questioning 
your status. Finally, if INS does not have 
this same program for the Canadian border 
areas and Canadians and all other aliens of 
whatever nationality, they are discriminat¬ 
ing against me and all Mexican-Americans 
because of national origin. .
